The smiling nominee stood before this crowded hall, 
which had just seen Senator Charles L. McNary of Oregon nominated for 
the vice presidency, and pledged himself to the Republican cause . 


Thursday night he stampeded the S> 


great gathering into nominating him 
as its presidential candidate. Friday 
he faced the microphone and said 
simply: 


"I doubt if in all history of Amer- 


ican political conventions any con- 
vention has ever been presided over 
with more impartiality, more fairness, 
and more ability than this one has been 
presided over by Joe Martin. 


"I want to say to the members of 


•this convention that as your nom- 
inee I stand before you without a 
single pledge, promise, or understand- 
ing of any kind except for the ad- 
vancement of your cause and the pres- 
ervatio nof American democracy. 


"It is a moving and appealing and

blitzkrieg have made it an eyer-in 
creasing factor in the calculations o 
business men and investors, as energ 
ies of the nation were turned tt 
making the United States a formidabl 
military power. 


Few industrialists and speculator 


appear to have called the turn o 
events precisely in the business worlt 
as a result of the struggle. Much 
of the first half of 1940 was spen 
in a readjustment to the fact tha 
European purchases of war supplies 
did not come so fast or in jjuch big 
volume as had been expected. 


Ten Billion Lost 


This was reflected in the movement 


of the stock market, which > reached 
a peak in its first reaction to the 
war late in October, then moved side 
wise and, later, downward to a bot- 
tom early in June. 


When the first impact of the totai 


war hit the market, with the invasion 
of the Low Countries, prices crash- 
ed in one of the most severe bear 
movements 'in the history of Wai 
Street. Total quoted value of shares 
listed on the New York Stock Ex- 
change lost more than $10,000,000,- 
000 in less than two weeks, and 
bonds and unlisted securities many 
billions more. 


The Associated Press average of GO 


stocks declined 20 per cent in value 
in ten trading days, before stocks 
steadied.

The course of industrial activity 


had followed a roughly similar course 
Many lines of activity had been speed- 
ed in autumn on the theory that Al- 
lied buying here would be on the 
scale of 191G, although it took the 
collapse of France, at the end of nine 
months of war, to bring British pur- 
chases to their peak. 


Heavy Industry Pushed 


This foreign business coincided with 


Ihe rush to rearm America, and gave 
neavy industry its greatest push since 
1937. 
The aircraft and steel plants 


of the nation were whirring along al 
or near capacity as the half-year came 
lo a close, and motorcar factories 
were booming, in unusual resistance 
to the normal summer down-trend.
